A greatrr'variety of food was consamed 
now than 50 years ago—l-ae' wh lesome, 
probably, and costin.' little or vothing 
more, In short, the standard of Jifein the 
mining village had advanced little or not 


at all in the lost half century. But wages} Mr 


had doobled, And the consequence wa~ 
that ia the househ ald where thrift was not 
practinad there was ne,incentive to regular 
working ‘Three days per week at the pit 
kept the wolf from the door and maintained 
the customary standard of life.
